A straight arrow 
for Jimmy Durkee 


Site One, for a town dump, is now a dead 
issue, as far as this Town Meeting is con- 
cerned. It cannot again be discussed in 
Town Meeting until there is another 
Warrant, for another Town Meeting. 

Selectman Boylen spoke up, just~before 
the final vote Saturday to warn that if the 
motion lost it would be dead. His words fell 
on deaf ears. From the viewpoint of those 
who were supporting the idea of Site One it 
is too bad that no one would listen to 
Boylen. 

Anothe man whose words may not have 
been understood was Jimmy Durkee, chair- 
man of the Board of Health. Mr. Durkee 


discussed the dump situation quite candid- 
ly, from his own personal point of view. 

What he did was to examine the past 
history of the dump, at its present location. 
The fault for the dump being as it was, he 
said, was that over the years the 
Wilmington Board of Health had been 
bargaining too sharply with the owner. If 
the Board of Health hadvot tried to save 
money for the town it was possible, accor- 
ding to Durkee’s reasoning, that the dump 
might be in good order, at this time. 

Mr. Durkee deserves a Straight Arrow, 
for his candor. He is a man who has always 
served honestly and well. 


What to do? 


The Town Meeting now fas two paths 
open to it, - or possibly three. Site No. 2 is 
on town owned land, up near the ‘‘Lost 
Colony.’ For a number of reasons there is 
doubt about using this site for a dump, 
although North Reading does have a dum- 
ping transfer station only about 100 yards 
away. 

It is to be doubted that North Reading 
will be happy about Wilmington using North 
Reading roads to get to the Wilmington 
Dump. Using a road through private 
property is the only alternative, and there 
are good reasons why this should not be 
considered 

Wilmington possibly could set up a 
Transfer Station at Site One. This column 
does not know whether or not that would be 
good. There were several reasons cited 
during the Town Meeting’ against such an 
idea. One firm, about which letters were 
written, sounds good, perhaps, but the firm 
is reported to be near bankruptcy. 


The difficulty is that costs cannot be 
guaranteed, nor can the performance of 
contracts. Possibly the Transfer Station 
idea is good. Possibly it isn’t. 

The third route involves using the present 
dump. This sounds perhaps abhorrent, but 
it should be examined. 

The cost to the town is jn the 
neighborhood of $60,000 a year, which is 
darn little when one considers that a 
cemetery costs $100 a year. Other dumps in 
the area have been costing their towns 
about $150 thousand a year. In other words, 
Wilmington has been having a bargain, as 
Jimmy Durkee said. 

Say it costs $50 thousand to fix up the pre- 
sent dump - the estimate is $30,000. That, to 
this column is cheap. 

After that contract that would be under 
$150 thousand a year would be saving the 
town money - if for a few years contract, 
until the situation has cleared, in Eastern 
Massachusetts, about collective action on 
the trash problem. 


Condemn who? 


The town is on the spot. There is no con- 
tract with the owner of the dump. If the 
state should close it tomorrow, as well it 
might, it would be the town that will 
suddenly have to pay the consequences, and 
the town could not go to the owner and de- 
mand a performance of any kind. 

It is that simple. 

The Town Manager and the Selectmen 
are probably frantically searching for 


answers. 

There was no differenct of opinion among 
the selectmen, at the end of the Town 
Meeting, early Sunday morning. Collec- 
tively they looked at each other, and said 
they would have to produce an answer. 
They were smiling. 

No one knows what the answer will be. 
The town, at least, can listen to it, next 
Saturday. 


The Dog Bylaw 


There are those who regard Article 21 as 
one that will be controversial in the Town 
Meeting. 

As far as this column is concerned, it is 
an article that is well intentioned, but not so 
well written. It\should.be positive in its ap- 
proach - as for instance saying that dog 
kennels can be allowed in Wilmington, in 
rural zones. 


But the Planning Board does not want 
this article voted, for a very good reason. 
There is an unknown factor, in the new 
state zoning code, that the Planning Board 
does not want to invoke, at this time. 

The town would do well to follow the 
Planning Board’s recommendations. Then, 
come back later with positive, rather than 
negative ideas. 


Certified Peat 


Article 27 is another at which the voter 
may want to cast a critical eye. It proposes 
to buy swampland, westerly of Wildwood 
Street, and the voter is told that half the 
money will come from the state. 

Maybe, and maybe not. The state is not 
paying money for peat. 

That area is not land. It is water, and 
peat. Twenty-four feet of peat was the

Question - what 
is high school 
basketball all about? 


by Rick Cooke 

A recent Boston Globe sports page headline read: 
“Catholic Memorial vs Don Bosco - What High School 
Basketball is all about.” 

It was a great high school basketball game, that can- 
not be denied. It was a minor upset - that is obvious 
Bosco came away with a win as Memorial's star guard 
Ronnie Perry failed to ignite the patented CM rally. 
Bosco had won in a great game and the reporter rejoic- 
ed. I think he went overboard in proclaiming that this 
game was what “‘high school basketball is all about.’* 

High School sports is not two great teams going at it. 

Memorial and Bosco happened to be large schools 
with good sized student bodies. Naturally the bigger 
the enrollment the more of an opportunity a coach has 
to find the top athletes - smaller schools do not have 
such a crowd to pick and choose from. 

High School sports is not just one great game. It is 
not simply winning. Competition is the most impor- 
tant word to be applied to high school sports. In- 
tramural and varsity sports exist for the purpose of 
good clean competition. High school sports is not CM 
and Bosco It is a 10 man team from a small school 
taking the court and giving that effort because they 
love to compete. It is the girls intramurals teams 
playing for the sheer fun involved in the activity. It is 
the long distance runner working out on a cold, rainy 
fall day because he wants to prove something 
to himself - : 

The Globe reporter overlooks all of the kids playing 
basketball who might not be as talented as the kids he 
saw perform, but who are giving the same effort under 
less fortunate circumstances. 

High school basketball, or any high school sport for 
that matter, should not be symbolized by two powerful 
schools who were lucky enough to get full coverage 
from a Boston paper. Many smaller schools with good 
sports talent will never get more than a paragraph ina 
major daily newspaper, but the kids are out there 
working hard and having fun. 

I have to wonder what these kids think when they 
read that Memorial and Bosco are ‘‘what high school 
basketball is all about.’ They may think that the 
bigger schools deserve such ink. They may also feel a 
sense of frustration in wondering why their talents 
aren't recognized simply because not enough readers 
are interested. The reporter put all his basketball 
eggs into the lucrative baskets of two high school 
sports powers. There are other people playing high 
school sports.
